1. The first DSB Proliferation Task Force met as 
scheduled in Rosslyn on 14-15 February 1977. The main 
purpose of the meeting seemed to be an update with how-goes-

25X1 — There was little new for those who have been fol- 
lowing nuclear proliferation events with some regularity. 

2. The "members" of the high-powered Defense Task 
Force seemed somewhat surprised at the progress that had 
been made in nuclear proliferation intelligence organization 
since the appearance of the Deutch Report in August 1976. 
Most, including Dr. Deutch, did not know an NIO/NP and a 
working group to assist him had been established. Both Dr. 
Deutch and the Acting NIO/NP expressed the wish for close 
collaboration. 


3. Though not members nor listed in the initial in- 
vitation as observers, Dr. Joseph Nye, State, PRM-15 Chairman, 
and Dr. Jessica Tuchman, NSC Global Issues, were prominent 
participants in the proceedings. Dr. Nye was particularly 
interested in funding questions. Tuchman was clearly 
becoming educated. 


4. The purposes of the Task Force are specified in the 
charter memorandum prepared by Malcolm D. Currie on 24 
November 1976 (attached). Private executive sessions were 
held at the close of each day's proceedings. Where the Task 
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Force is headed and what's on its forthcoming agenda are not 
known. Executive Secretary of the Task 
Force, state 6 expects Dr. Deutch will work up minutes of 
the meeting to be di ibuted in the near future. Though no 
date has been set, expects the next meeting of the 
Task Force to take n about six weeks--end of March or 
early April.

SUBJECT: Defense Science Board Nuclear 
. Proliferation Task Force 


Lf ask you to establish a Defense Science Board Task Force on Nuclear 
Proliferation to examine trends in nuclear proliferation that bear 
on our}/national security posture. 


The Task Force should place particular amphasis on integrating esti-- 
mates of technical capabilities, military political intentions, and 
resource availability for countries that may acquire nuclear devices: 
in the next decade. It should assess the adequacy of on-going and 
planned U.S. technical collection programs whose objective is to 
collect. data on foreign nuclear capabilities. The viability of a 
cooperative international monitoring effort vis-a-vis a stand alom 
U.S. effort should be addressed. the Task Force should also review 
the Department of Defense policy and participation in intergovern- 
mental groups that are concerned with nuclear trade. Inconsistencies 
should be examined and recanmendations for change should be made as 
appropriate. , 


Because proliferation intelligence and U.S. policy on nuclear pro- 
liferation includes more than just Department of Defense consider- 
ations, the Task Force should be constituted with observers from 
other concerned agencies, @.g-, ERDA, CIA, DIA, NSC Staff, NRC, ACDA, 
and State, 


I propose that the Task Force be chaire by Dr. John Deutch, supported 
by Dr. Michael May, Dr. John Teem, Dr. Richard Latter, Dr. Hans Mark, 
Dr. Davis Bobrow, and Dr. Harold Lewis, members of the Defense Science 
Board, and Professor Henry Rowen. ‘The Teputy Director, Strategic anc 
Space Systems will be the cognizant deputy. Mr. Theodore George, 
Assistant Director, SALT Support Group, will serve as Executive 
Secretary,
